THE WAR MEMORIAL. 


By Menror. 


HEN the War Memorial was first launched, one of the keenest- 
minded and most far-seeing men in the community observed 
to me: the War Memorial will be either an immediate success, 

or a long-drawn failure. Iam very anxious that my friend’s words shall 


not come true, especially in view of the fact that the most optimistic | 


estimate of the progress of the Fund up till now could hardly class it as 
an immediate success. The time, it seems to me, hasarrived when some- 
thing like a fair perspective of the activities of the War Memorial 
can be taken. At 
miscalculations that have been indulged in, in reference to the scheme, must 
naturally come to light. These I do not intend to retail in any spirit of 


hyper-criticism or with anything but the most friendly sentiment towards 
the Memorial.

The consequence’ of the interlacing of Jacob with Esau, of the 
peaceful kindliness of religious education with the ruddy fury of the 
battlefield, has been that much misunderstanding as to the real purposes 
of the War Memorial has been prevalent. “Why do you ask me to sub- 
scribe?” says the average Jew. “If it is because you wish me to help in | 
an education scheme, why not call it so? If, however, you wish me to 
perpetuate the memory of the war, as I assume you do by the title you 
have chosen for your fund, that does not appeal.” The title of Com- 
munal Scheme, although hardly the happiest because it is not self- 
explanatory, occurs to me as at least free from the gravest objections 
to the title that has been chosen. It, in any case, fixes the scheme in the 
public mind as for purposes and the service of the community, and does 
not divert attention to a matter that did not specially concern us as 
far as(saveasindividual Jews) we were concerned. Our Jewish spirit impels 
us not to feed the memory of it—to forget it is, of course, impossible. 


Now, this initial error, traceable perhaps to the desire of thoso 


responsible to get the best of both worlds, has found its sequence in other 
directions in connection with the scheme. 
satisfactorily cleared up the exact angle of religious education which the 
scheme is to foster. It is all very well to say that it is for the purpose of 
promoting Jewish education in the widest sense. But you cannot really

~The Communal Rift. 


But it has to be said for (and to) the promoters of the War Memorial 


that they launched their enterprise in particularly unfavourable 


communal circumstances. They have all'along been met by greatly adverse 
conditions dueto the antagonistic division into which the Community 
has beer driven—first by the establishment of the egregious League of 
“British” Jews, tle members of which sought to place themselves 
upon a higher mora! piane on the score of their having been born in this 
country, and their co-religionists (who happened to be born elsewhere) 
on a lower moral plane. This attempt to segregate Jew from Jew 
in the community was continued by the false allegation made by 
“British” Jews, and directed to an anti-Semitic quarter against 
their “foreign” brethren, in which these were  pilloried as 
actual or potential Bolshevists. And it is being continued now 
by an entente between “British” Jews and an anti-Semitic organ 
with the purpose, to adopt Disraeli’s famous phrase, of maligning their 
opponents and glorifying themselves. This sort of thing is fatal to a 
united spirit and to general ‘goodwill in the Community; and only by a 


united spirit and by general goodwill can such a huge undertaking as the 


War Memorial hope to escape failure. It is not likely, since in 


the last resort the human element ‘is decisive,. that men can be | 


expected to.work together in zealous harmony with those by whom they 
have been maligned: any more than the ones who have done the malign- 
-Ing can reasonably be thought capable of close co-operation with those of 
whom they think so slightingly, if not evilly. If the War Memorial is to 


| succeed, this rift in the community must be ended. It may well be that 


there are faults on both sides, although ranging myself, as I do, proudly 
-on one of those sides, I cannot but see ‘that the section of our co-religion- 


-. ists who started this nonsensical business of pluming themselves and: 


decrying their co-religionists, of placing an utterly. unmoral value upon

feeling and a greater regard for public needs would go a long way {| 
towards reuniting Jews—“ British,” “foreign,” and, indeed, Jews of all — 
sorts and sections. Such a reuniting would mean infinitely more to the 


War Memorial than any means yet taken (including the Chief Rabbi's 


tour) for gathering in subscriptions. It would ensure the spirit out of 


which success to the War Memorial would be secured and its failure 
_. As lobserved at the beginning of what I have here written, my purpose 
in venturing this contribution is to help the War Memorial, and to do what I 
can to ensure its becoming a success.: That cannot be done by merely 
prophesying smooth sayings, by refusing to face unpleasant facts, or by 
ignoring patent difficulties. Wedo not create unpleasant facts, nor do we 
engender difficulties by setting them down for consideration. By that 


- means, indeed, we take the first and farthest step to their elimination.

The last election campaign in Austria proved to the leaders of the 
Jewish ‘* Nationalist’? movement that the work of organisation hitherto 


carried on is far from adequate to enable the Jewish population of Austria 


to secure political representation in the State and in municipal bodies.

SUPPOSED ARREST OF DR. BOGEN BY BOLSHEVIKS. 


The following communication, from ‘‘ A Correspondent,” appeared in

To replace the British prisoners now being released, the Bolsheviks 
have evidently decided to collect a few American ones. I hear that the 
Moscow Extraordinary Commission has flung into prison the representa- 
tives of the Ameriéan Society for Aiding Jews. This is a mission which 
was sent out from the United States to Sovict Russia to give assistance 
to the victims of the numerous pogroms which were taking place. 
At its head were a well-known New York physician, Dr. Bovshan, and a 
journalist from Philadelphia, Mr. Kata({?)

remain for a long time in Finland before being permitted to enter Soviet — 


Russia.. At last they obtained the permit. But they have had the 
misfortune to fall out with Jacob Baush, a well-known American anarchist, 
who is now attached to Chicherin’s Commissariat.

all been arrested and thrown into prison, whilst their effects and stocks 


of goods have been confiscated by the Extraordinary Commission.

Murdered Jews in Austria. 


LENIENT SENTENCES ON ASSASSINS. 
Lieutenant Karl Horak, a lance-cofporal, and three infantrymen, 


have just been convicted in Kaschau, Austria, of having shot seven Jews 


—four brothers named Fleisch, and three brothers Lefkovie—during the 
Bolshevik invasion in June, 1919. Karl Horak is alleged to have been 
the instigator of the crime, but the judicial inquiry was extremely 
dificult to conduct owing to the fact that some of the perpetrators 


of the deed were not known, and there were no actual witnesses | 


of the crime. The accused stated that they only acted as 
every soldier would have felt obliged to act in the circumstances ; 


Horak denied that he had extorted money from any of the victims. The 


mothers of the dead men emphatically denied that their sons had been

REPORT FROM COMMISSIONER BELKIN. 


The Federation has received a report from Mr. §. Belkin, the 
Cinadian War Relief Commissioncr who is also acting on behalf of the 
Federation of Ukrainian Jews in London. Mr. Belkin writes from Reval 
and states that his colleague, Mr. Saltzman has already left for Moscow, 
and that he himself has now obtained the necessary permission and has 
actually entered Russia. The transport of clothing which was gathered 


in this country is now leaving for the devasted areas. 
Mr. Belkin submits the following repoit of the various departments —

My Dear Cousi®, 

Jews must be the most selovant people in the world. 
this conclusion after recalling Jewish teaching which regulates the atti- 
tude of Jews to Gentiles and their intercourse. It must have been an 
ancient tradition among Jews that every human creature is a child of 
God, and that as such, whatever be his creed, race or colour, the 
fundamental principle of all Jewish ethics applied to him, namely : “ Love 
thy neighbour as thyself.” Rabbi Meir was famous for that well-known 
piece of exegesis where this teaching isincorporated. According to Rabbi 
Meir, a Gentile whose life is based on the Torah deserves as much respect 
as a High Priest; which means that he deserves a great deal. And his 
reason? It is written of the Commandments that man should live by 
them. Observe, says the Rabbi, the reference is not to Priest or to Levite 
or to Israelite, but to Man. 

IT can scarcely conceive a ae piece of reasoning than this; and as 
Rabbi Meir may be taken to be a typical great Jew, it follows that he 
cnunciated an accepted Jewish doctrine. Remember, in the age in 
which it was written, heathendom was predominant. Such Christians as 


there were were not numerous and probably little heard of, living their 


lives in quiet corners. Yet in a heathen world Rabbi Meir was able to 
make the statement he did. It is perhaps a little difficult for us moderns 


to appreciate fully the immorality, the cruelty, and the idol-worship | 


which characterised the Roman world in the first three centuries of the 
Empire. Take up any book which deals with the social life of these days 
(say, Gibbon), or refer to the actual literature of the time, and you will 
obtain a glimpse of a world whose ideals and practices were in total

Jews first and Englishmen second, but that they are Jews first and 
British second. That would imply, I take it, that being by blood 
Jewish, which, after all is neither fault nor merit of theirs, 
they are British by citizenship. This, surely, applies to all the 
races within the British Empire, who own allegiance, to King 
George V. In that case the term Jew means broadly one who is 
of Jewish blood and who values the Jewish outlook on life, which he 
strives to make a reality in his own; one who accepts the doctrine of 
Rabbi Meir, regarding all good men with respect, and practises toleration 
both of views and of peoples.

CANVASSING SUGGESTIONS. 


A meeting of Synagogue Canvassing Committees was held on 1 Sunday : : 
at Caen Wood Towers, Highgate (by kind permission of Sir Robert and © 


Lady Waley Cohen) to discuss the methods employed by the various com- 


—qunittees, and to consider and adopt certain suggestions in connection with 


the Scheme. There was a large gathering, which was presided over by 
Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, 


The CHAIRMAN outlined the objects for which the Canvassing Com- 
mittees had met. The sharing of views and ideas, he said, would 
facilitate matters. He read a statement (set forth below) showing the 
percentage, so far, of the collections at various London Synagogues, and 
referred to the fact that a greit deal of work was yet to be accomplished. 
They had set out to ensure that all Jews in the Empire should have the 
opportunity of contributing to a scheme the fundamental basis of which 
was the religious reconstruction of Anglo-Jewry in the future. 

The Rev..M. ADLER, D.S.O., said that people were asking for some 
clear line of information about the Scheme. The Committee which he 
represented had expressed the opinion that the question of Jews’ College 


was unsatisfactory. It would greatly help the efforts of the canvassers— 


if the actual work of the Executive were known. 
: The CHAIRMAN said that the work they were going to do was 
amply explained in the literature that had been distributed broadcast, and 
in the Jewish Press their aims were continually before the public. 

' Mr, I. ABRAHAMS said that the promoters of the: Scheme should 
formulate a concrete plan before engenehion further. He had approached 


: people for contributions, but they wanted to know what had been done. 


The Rev. I. HARRIS, M.A., suggested that the community should be. 
informed as to the actual amount of money which had been collected. 

Mr. N, S. Lucas said that canvassers found it very difficult to give 
a clear answer to people of varying shades of orthodoxy. 


: Mr. S. E. DE HAAS said that the canvassers did not sufficiently explain 
the facts to would-be contributors. 

Mr. CHARLES E. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE sugg a personal canvass— 
of all synagogue members, the greater proportion of whom had not been: 
approached... The Spanish and Portuguese Committee nad sent outa — 

circular with fair results. oe 

Mr. ALBERT I, BELISHA said that the War Memorial was not only | 
work for the Executive but for the whole of Anglo-Jewry. The support 
- of every member of the Community was neede!. The scheme had been 

before Anglo-Jewry for the past twelve months. Ithad received splendid 


support from the Jewish Press, and literature had been distributed to all 
parts of the Empire. What was wanted was a more sympathetic view 
of the memorial. It must be made Known t'iat the movement. 


was for the betterment of Anglo-Jewry as a whole. A _ feeling . 


of apathy existed among their people.. It was no excuse to say 
that one was ignorant of what the Scheme proposed to do, for if they 


- read the JEWiSH CHRONICLE they would know all. about it. Something 


like £150,000 had been promised, and of that amount £85, 000 had been 


paid. Canvassers should urge upon the members of their synagogues 


the necessity of promptly paying their contributions. It was impossible 


at present to formulate plans as to how that money should be dis-- 
tributed, but people could be assured that all Jewish religious institutions 


would benefit under the Scheme. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN sugzected a campaign. 

The CHAIRMAN said that circulars had been sent ont to all literary 
societies and institutions asking them to organise entertainments and 
social functions during the week. of Chanucah with the object. of 
supporting the scheme. The ‘ouncil . were determined that 


_ the scheme should embrace all sections of. the community, whether 


orthodox or reform. There was no need for any hedging on the point. 


A strong personal canvass must be organised in every community. Can- 


vassers should read the literature of the scheme and master it. The 


scheme was providing not for the moment but for the far future, so that 
their children should hold a worthy position in Anglo-Jewry. Mr. B.-A. 
Fersht (their energetic Secretary) and his office staff were always ready | 


to assist canvassers whenever nécessary. 


The Rev. A, A. GREEN said that a good deal of canvassing could be 
done by women. 


The Rev. JOHN §. HARRIS referred to the Literary Society Movement, 


where there was a large field that had not been trodden. He agreed with 


Mr. Green that women canvassers were very much needed. 
Miss KATE HALFORD said that the Women’s Million Shilling Fund in 
support of the War Memorial had met with success. By sub-dividing the 


_ Work women could render help, especially in entertainments, etc. 


Mr. I. ABRAHAMS su@gested that collecting boxes might be distributed. 
Mr. 8. J. HENOCHSBERG supported the suggestion. 
The CHAIRMAN said he would be pleased if the two previous speakers 


would organ'se a committee to deal with the excellent suggestion as to © 


boxes, which would undoubtedly benefit the scheme. 

Dr. A. .EICHHOLZ, C.B.E., said that the three chief objects of the 
scheme—({l) Jewish religious education, (2) the training -of ministers, (3) 
adequate emoluments of teachers and ministers—shonld always be 
mentioned, so as to obviate the need for much propaganda literature. 

Mr. WILFRID SAMUEL spoke on the work of the Publicity Committee. 

Mr. GusTAVE TUCK thought that a start should be made to help certain 
institutions with some of the money already collected. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he shared the views expressed by Mr. Tuck, 
and such a start was about to be made. 

Mr. LB. BARNETT asked whether the Executive had approached the 
large number of Jews who are unattached to any synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN said that public meetings which were not connected 


with the synagogue had been held in various parts of the country. 


On the motion of Mr. Gustave TUCK, thanks were accorded to Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen.

Living Hebrew. 

THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 

MR. ABRAHAM GOLDBLOOM. 


HE Zionist Movement generally, and the recent events in 
and. about Palestine particularly, have given an extra- 
ordinary impetus to the study of Hebrew as a living 
language. Throughout the Diaspora thousands of young 

Jews and Jewesses are pursuing the study of Hebrew with avidity, 
and the services of competent teachers are in great demand. 
England is no exception, and: Hebrew-speaking circles have been 
established here in large numbers. Among the most successful of 
the teachers of spoken Hebrew in this country is Mr. Abraham 
Goldbloom, the eldest son of the Rey. J. K. Goldbloom, who is one 
of the pioneers of Hebrew-speaking in i London: Mr. Goldbloom is @ 
student of Jews’ College and London University, and intends to take 
up the higher brane hes of Semitic studies. Meanwhile he is con- 
ducting x number of Hebrew classes both for children and adults, 
utilising the Gouin method, which he has adapted with remarkable 
felicity. To a representative: of the JEWISH CHRONICLE Mr. 
Goldbloom has given some particulars of this method, and his reasons 
for believing that it is the best for ac es the pow er of Hebrew 
speech. 


INTERVIEW FOR 


“THE: PIONEERS. 


“] began speaking Hebrew,” said Mr. Goldbloom, “‘ when I was a tiny 


boy at home, and 1 cannot recall when I first received a Hebrew 
‘lesson. I believe my father was the first Jew in London. to 
introduce. Hebrew-speaking into his home. When ten 


. years of age I continued my Hebrew studies at the Redmans Road 
‘Talmud Torah, where my father was, and. still is, headmaster. 
_ At that time the school was most admirably staffed by enthusiasts, most 
of whom have since migrated, several of them to Palestine and others-to 
the provinces, where they have spread the knowledge of spoken Hebrew. 


The method in vogue, familiarly known as [bri h b'Ibrith, had many 


limitations, and since I have been teaching Hebrew and have slowly 


gained experience I have more and more realised these limitations, and — 


became di ssatisfied with the results of the teaching. I realised these 


limitations both in my. own case and by watching the efforts of my 


younger brothers, I found that we encountered . great difficulties of 
expression which were due not so much to the inherent qualities of the 
- language as to the condition of its development. Living in England, our

W hat are the essential features of the Gouin method? our represen- =

“The Gouin method arranges the language material in a series of 
sentences following each other in strictly logical and natural order. It 
does not teach by single words or vocabularies, but by simple phrases. 

The sentence and not the word is the real unit of living thought. The 
word is a unit of grammatical analysis only, and cannot by itse f express 


thought, Language always clings to the living action and not to abstract 
conceptions. Intuitive thought moves along the line of verbs and not

| APPLICATION TO HEBREW. 

How is the method applied to Hebrew ? 

_ “ Hebrew is still in the process of renascence, and consequent! y many 
words in its vocabulary. are still missing. The strict arrangement of 
language material enforces completeness of vocabulary, and it permits no 
possibility of evasion of sach missing words as other systems do. The 


Gouin method, beginning ’as it does with the most commonplace ideas, |} 


supplies the vocabulary which is of the greatest importance for every-day 
use. This vocabulary it is almost impossible to obtain from literature, 
and consequently many who know Hebrew literature thoroughly cannot 
use if with any ease in ordinary life. To one who is accustomed to 
spegking an Aryan language, the study of a Semitic language throws 


a great deal of light on linguistic origins and the processes of language . 


development. And so the study of Hebrew has a fascination quite apart 
from its utilitarian aspects. The personality of the language strikes one 
in much the same way as a new human personality strikes one. The 
personality of Hebrew, which is so utterly different from English, reveals 
mysteries which are as interesting as the revelation of the mysteries of 
another human character, perhaps more so, because language reveals the 
of arace.

‘The Lord thy God will raise thee up a prophet from the midst of thee, of thy 
brethren, like unto me.’’—Deuteronomy xv. 18. 


While Jeremiah had prophesied and witnessed the overthrow of his 
‘people, Ezekiel had, eleven years previous to the taking of Jerusalem, been 


carried away captive to Babylon, and there lived in a remote district. To 
preserve his fellow-exiles from the contamination of Babylonian idolatry. 


and to keep alive their attachment to the religion of Moses, were the 
He sought to account for the events of hi- 
time by showing that they resulted from the abandonment of the religio:, 
of Moses—its doctrines and its practice ; that, however, the fall of the 
religious idea was not identical with the tall of Judah ; that, on th« 

contrary, the faithful and penitent portion of Israel might confident!)

been hard hit by the war, and the cost of the Board's work is now spread 


_ over the whole Community. Only 1 in every 90 of the Jews of the 4 


Metropolis subscribes at all, and though some of our rich men give right 
royally, others only give the most trifling sums. Now, the Board has 
many devoted workers, and we can carry on, but only on condition that 
all here will give, and by give, I mean really give; that all here induce 
their frivnds to give. Ihave told you of our troubles and of our work 
for these poor people, their women, and their children. Too often the 
Jewish Board of Guardians is the only barrier between them and the 
workhouse. I need not tell you what the workhouse means to every 


Jew. I must ask you to decide by your action to-night whether that — 


barrier is to stand or to fall. 

Mr. L. Eisen urged that an effort should be madeto interest members 
of the community who came from the East End, and that meetings should 
be called at convenient times. He thought that help would be forth- 
coming from. that source. 

Mr. Morris MYER suggested that the Board should endeavour to 
frame its appeal so as to bring it into relation with the life of the Jewish 
popniation. He proposed that the Board should apply a proportion of its 
funds towards meeting the distress caused by unemployment, and that an 
Advisory Committee tr om the East End should be appointed to assist in 
the allocation of this fund. He thought that this would appeal to the

‘About Books. 
“The Palestine Exploration Fund, Quarterly Statement,” for October, 


contains an article on “The Red Sea,” by the late Mr. Joseph Offord, 
contesting the theory of Sir William Willocks that the route adopted by 


Moses for the people, after leaving Egypt, was that along the Mediterranean | 


littoral, on the coast road to Gaza, and that the Yam Suph (or “Sea of 
Weeds” or “ Reeds”) of the Hebrew story in which Pharaoh's army was 
engulfed, was the Serbonic Marsh in the neighbourhood of Pelusium. 
This was the district in which, according to Diodorus, a similar disaster 
befell a Persian army. Sir William alsd includes in the term Yam Suph 
the ancient Pelusiac or easternmost part of the Nile. | 


The late Mr. Offord points out that the Hebrew-Egyptian translators 
of the Septuagint would be particularly likely to know what Yam Suph 
was intended for, and to obviate any geographical misapplication of the 
name, they render it Erythrean Sea. The Hebrew writers frequently 
refer to the Yam Suph in passages unconnected with the Exodus. When 
ithe Hebrew writers had occasion to mention the Mediterranean they 
called it the “ Great Sea,” or the “ Western Sea,” as in Joshua,i., 4: “The 
great sea towards the going down of the Sun”; “And for the western 
border ye shall have the great sea.” (Numbers xxxiv., 9.) Thereare three 
passages which indubitably can only mean the Red Sea. Thus, Exodus 
xxiii, 312, speaks of the promised land as stretching from the Yam 
“the Sea of the Philistines,” the last. certainly 
standing for the Mediterranean. There is also a series of texts prov:ng 
that the Hebrews used the words for a definite miritime geographical 


area, of which the Gulf of Akaba formed part. Tous, Numbers xxi., 4: 


“They journeyed by way of the Yam Suph, from Mount Hor, to compass 
In 1 Kings ix., 26, it says: “Solomon mide ships in 
zion Geber on the shore of the Yam Suph.” Here, however, the Septuagint 
translates the words (not as elsewhere identifying them) as “ extremity 


of the sea,” showing that they connected Surhk with the Hebrew Soph, — 


meaning extremity, or lower portion, and that they had thus no idea it 
stood for “weed” when used in the duplicate Yum Suph. Doauteronomy 
i.,1, reads: “The words Moses spoke in the Wilderness, over against the 
Suph, between Paran, Tophel, Laban, Hazeroth, and Dizahab.” The revised 
version reads: “In the Arabah, over against the Red Sea.” Numbers 
xiv., 25, and Deuteronomy i, 40, confirm this. 
of the tribe in Numbers xxxiii., 6—12, and especially the site of Kim, 
which is either Avun Musa or Wadi Gharandel, clearly show that the 
northernmost projection of the Suez Guif was includedin the Yam Suph. 


' Deuteronomy ii., 1—4, also confirms the Gulf of Akaba as being embraced 


in the term. Jeremiah, much later, uses the words for the Akabah 
Gulf, because he says of the c:ies of the Edomites, whose territory was 
south of the Dead Ssa, that they would be heart! by the Yam Suph. 

The fact that the Yam Suph was a Hebrewterm for the Red Sea was 
known to their Semitic kinsmen, because Makrizil, when writing of 
‘)alzoun being invaded by water, says it was by the sea called by the 
ilebrews Yam suph. 7 

In any study of the question it is necessary to remember that at the 


Exodus era the Red Sea extended farther north towards modern Kantara | 


than it does now. Isaiah (xi., 15) allades to this in a prophecy of “the 
drying up of the tongue of the Sea of Egypt.” ‘This is a curious 


coincidence with the Septuagint in having applied the term extremity, | 


or tip, tothe similar ending of the Gulf of Akabah. e 

The fulfilment of the announcement must only have been partly 
accomplished by Roman times, because some of their geographers call 
Suez the Heroopolite Gulf, meaning that the sea at that time, although 
very shallow, reached to Heroopolis, or Pithom, the modern Tell el- 
Maskhutah. The savants Napoleon sent to survey Egypt came to a 
similar conclusion from geographical evidence solely, from the quantities 


of recent sheil-deposits of existing Red Sea species which showed that 


the sea had not lohg receded from as far np as Saba Biar. To this may 
be added an old Egyptian record that upon a sarcophagus found near 
Kantara, its owner's offlee under the administration is stated to be that of 
“preposé aux portes de la Mér.” Without straining the meaning, it 
would seem he was a sort of inspector of the Mediterranean-Sucz Isthmus 


port, and of the Red Sea one, and resided at Kantara, as being about 


midway between the two. If during his time there was a canal uniting 
the two seas (as we are told did exist for centuries) he may have had the 
Juardianship of its north and south entries. | iat

Miss Langdon spoke of what the Jewish 
community had done in Manchester. The elements of health, she stated 

were proper nourishment, fresh air and exercise. .[n many families she 
found that the children were being underfed, not because there was insufii- 
cient money to. buy food, but because unsuitable food was bought. Jewish 
calliren on the whole might compare favourably with non-Jews, our 
alictary laws helping undoubtedly to maintain a high standard of diet, 
but all the same in many families the health of several Jewish children 
was impaived by both underfeediag ana faulty feeding, and a certain 
number weresulfering from def nitely nutritional diseases. One good point 
“umons sews was.a fairly high stan lard of cooking and domestic economy, 
but unfortunately a large potion .four community seldom ate a properly 
cooked meal, as the mother was incapable of providing nourishing 
food for her family. It was of paramount importance that Jewish girls 
shou'd learn how to cook nourishing meals and all about food values. 
Miss Langdon pleaded fgr improved ventilation in the present schools, for - 
playground classes and open air schools of all descriptions. Turning to 
individual efforts in the Jewish community, dealing with the health of 
children, the lecturer called attention to the welfare centre in Cheetham 
in a Jewish district, but unsectarian. It was managed by a Committee 
predominately Jewish, and a large percentage of Jewish mothers attended 
with their infants. Advice was given to them by nurse and doctor, the 
child was regularly weighed, symptomsof discase were soon detected; and 
bestefforts were made towardsacare. It wasastonishing how delicate babies 
thrived.

ostrich-like policy to ignore the fact that the proposed Jewish Association — 


for Unemployment Insurance may never come into existence owing tothe 
failure of the Ministry of Labour to grant the principal concession sought 
by the representatives of the Trade Unions and Friendly Societies. The 
object was to enable a Jewish Association to be set up which would be 
allowed, by the tacit instruction of the Ministry, to cater forits own mem- 
bers both in the payment of benefit and in the general obligations of an 


Employment Exchange. Undoubtedly, this would have been a heavy 


task to impose on agencies unfamiliar with such duties, but it was felt 
that it was not beyond the capacity of the Trade Unions and Friendly 
Societies. Moreover, as was pointed out. by the deputation to the 
Ministry, the prospect of a Jewish Association offered many advan- 
tages to the Ministry itself. Employment Exchanges could not be 
expected to understand or sympathise with the difficulties of foreign- 
born insured persons, who would be faced with the exacting require- 


' ments of an Act they did not understand. In the circumstances, it 


would be better that the Act should be interpreted and administered by 
men who were familiar with the people, and, as the Act allowed special 
associations to be set up, it was reasonable that the Trade Unions and 
Friendly Societies should seek a solution in the interests of their own 


members.

Sir, —“ Procrastination is the thief of time.” Robert Young’s words 
cannot be more fittingly applied than to the question of Unemployment 


Insurance as it affects Jews. ° The apathy of some of the leaders of 


Friendly Societies and Trade Unions is something appalling. 
Those of us who realise that something must be done for the Jewish 


- workers, and who are anxious to assist them, are, in the face of the 


complete ignorance of ninety-five per cent. of the Jewish population as to 
the provisions and requirements of the new Act, swimming against the 
tide; and, to c ntinus the m2 aph >r, instead of being assisted to reach the 


shore by those who presume. to call themselves the leaders, are by their 
indifference, and even by their opposition, compelled to buffet the waves 


until finally we will drown. 

‘We who are anxious to form a Jewish Association are fully 
acquainted with the difficulties before we can satisfy the Minister of 
Labour, and they are hard enough; but to have obstacles put in the way 
by our'own Coreéligionists is cowardly.in the extreme. If by this attitude 
we should fail in our desire to set up an association under clause.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


I do not know whether my learned colleague 
“Benammi” ever reads my Chats. If not, per 
haps he may be encouraged to do soit I confess 
that I always read his interesting letters. I 
hope some of you do, too, for. they ® 
invariably contain food f°" thought and instruc- 
tive information. Kast wee Benammmi” wrote 
about parables, and av: many entertaining 
examples from Rab’ ni \iterature. In the 
course of his letter he ce ired to the parables of 
Ezekiel, but did not qivee from them. Strictly 
speaking, Ezekiel’s “parables *are not parables 
at all, but they were symbolic actions, which 
must have helped to drive home his exhortations 
with wonderful power: 
INTELLIGENT ISRAEL. 


There is one passage in the book of Ezekiel 
which has always struck me as being historically 
very significant. The Hebrew race has always 
been credited with more than the average share 
of brains. Jewish quick-witteduess has generally 
been ascribed to the persecution through which 
our people have passed, and which has served to 
sharpen our intelligence. But it seems that even 
in biblical . tinres the people of Israel were & 
highly discerning Traces: for Ezekiel records this 
message from Goa: “And He said unto me; 
‘Son of man, 8° get thee unto the: house of 
Israel, and speak with My words unto them. 
For thou art nob sent to a people ef an unintel- 


ligible speech and of a slow tongue, but to the. 


house tsrael; mot to many. peoples of an 
ynintelligibic speech and of a SlOW tongue, whose 
words thou eannot understand. Surely, if | sent 
thee to them they would hearken ento thee.” 
The stupid poople, God siys- might listen, 
the intelliges* Tarachites wonld not hearken. God 
tells the prophet that Israel are an obstinate 
people, with hard forehead and a stiff heart.” 
But he pids the prophet to persist 1p his message. 
“ Behold have maac thy strong egainst 
their faces. and thy forehead strc neg against their 
foreheads.” 
A PARABLE. 

What was Ezekiel’s method of preaching o He 

would tell the people of a great eagle which flew 


to the cedars of Lebanon and plucked the twigs 
off the topmost tree and planted them by the 
waters like a willow. Can ® tree thus planted 
out of its proper soil prosper” he asks. No, it 
will wither and die. Then he tells them that 
the King of Babylon will come as an eagle and 
carry off Israel into captivity, where they will 
wither and die. But if they .curn again to the 
God against whom they have sinned then He, 
too, will“ also take of the topmost branch of the 
cedar and will “In the mountain 
of the height of Israel will I plant it, and it shall 
bear forth boughs and bear fruit, and under it 
shall dwell all fowl of every wing; in the shadow 
of the branches thereof shall they dwell. And 
all the trees of the field shall know that I. the 
‘Lord have brought down the high tree, have 
exalted. the low tree, have dried up the green 
tree, and have ysade the dry tree to flourish.” 
By these graphic symbols the prophet sought to» 
win the people to repentance and amendment. 

A SswORD. 
Again he would hold up & littering sword and 
draw attention to its keen edge-, Then he would 
warn the people of the punishment that awaited 
their misdeeds. The sword had a: double edge, 
and no matter which way. they turned it would 
smite them. Can we imagine & preacher to-day: 
drawing @ gword in the pulpit’ But Ezekiel 
gripped the imagination of the people at a time 
when their consciences needed awakening and - 
their senses be aroused.
